Gentlemen : — 

Herewith  please  find  the  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Buffalo  Police  Depart- 
ment, for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1928,  and  the  first  Annual  Report  under  the 
new  Charter.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  conform  to  the  standard  for  Annual  Reports 
as  outlined  by  the  Committee  on  Uniform  Crime  Records  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Chiefs  of  Police. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  in  the  development  of  the  department  during  the 
year  was  the  introduction  of  radio  into  police  service.  A  beginning  was  made  on 
February  9,  1928,  broadcasting  police  news  items  from  Police  Headquarters  through 
Station  WEBR.  Reports  of  missing  persons,  warnings  of  the  operation  of  criminals, 
and  descriptions  of  stolen  automobiles  are  broadcast  daily  at  11  o'clock  A.M.  Am 
pleased  to  announce  that  the  application  of  the  radio  to  police  work  has  demonstrated 
that  it  can  be  made  a  wonderful  adjunct  to  the  system  of  communication  now  in  use. 
The  experience  we  have  had  during  the  past  months  forecasts  much  greater  accomp- 
lishment with  a  station  built  by  the  city  and  operated  entirely  as  a  police  unit,  which 
will  make  possible  broadcasting  to  moving  police  automobiles.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
station  will  be  constructed  and  in  operation  during  the  coming  year. 

A  movement  was  begun  early  in  1928  to  interest  the  heads  of  other  police  de- 
partments in  the  establishment  of  a  uniform-report  system  for  stolen  automobiles; 
the  need  of  something  of  this  kind  being  apparent  for  some  years.  Owing  to  the  com- 
mon use  of  such  vehicles  by  criminals,  affording  them  wide  range  and  favorable 
odds  for  escape  after  a  serious  crime,  it  was  believed  that  its  adoption  would  in  a 
measure  help  to  curb  the  activities  of  this  class  by  keeping  the  local  police  informed  in 
this  respect.  The  Buffalo  Police  have  always  made  good  use  of  such  information  and 
the  many  important  arrests  made  for  other  departments  supports  our  theory.  A  num- 
ber of  department  heads  believed  the  scheme  worthy  of  a  trial  and  co-operated  by 
adopting  a  standard  report  card  size  3x5  which  is  used  for  exchanging  stolen  car  in- 
formation and  has  an  advantage  over  the  old  method  because  no  additional  labor  is 
necessary  to  prepare  the  information  for  filing. 

The  flash  light  system  isjt-heing  extended  and  when  the  work  under  the  present 
contract  is  completed,  the  system  will  be  in  service  in  all  but  four  of  the  seventeen 
police  precincts.  Added  protection  will  be  given  the  residents  of  the  districts  by  es- 
tablishing a  quick  form  of  communication  from  station  house  to  man  on  post.  Signals 
flashed  from  the  station  house  are  answered  in  a  very  short  time  and  the  patrolman 
is  thus  made  acquainted  with  the  details  of  any  matter  requiring  attention. 

The  various  statistical  tables  included  in  this  report,  contain  data  with  respect  to 
the  prevelancy  of  crime  in  this  community.  A  -gratifying  decrease  in  major  crimes 
with  the  exception  of  robbery  is  noted;  this  offense  shows  an  increase  of  fifteen  over 
the  preceeding  year.  A  total  of  41,684  arrests  were  made  during  the  year,  2694  be- 
ing for  major  offenses.

The  situation  as  regards  vice  and  gambling,  on  the  whole,  is  very  satisfactory. 
Constant  effort  is  being  made  by  the  department  to  suppress  commercialized  vice  in 
all  its  forms  and  I  feel  we  have  succeeded  to  a  great  extent. 

The  appropriation  for  the  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  1,  1929, 
amounts  to  $3,172,968.82  plus  $42,000  allowed  for  Automobile  maintenance. 

The  program  of  action  for  the  ensuing  year  for  which  the  necessary  funds  have 
been  made  available  provides  for  the  development  of  the  Police  Radio  System  for 
broadcasting  to  moving  police  automobiles. 

To  further  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  department  the  following  recommenda- 
tions are  offered: 

That  the  flash  light  system  be  extended  to  include  the  remaining  four  police  pre- 
cincts, giving  us  a  city-wide  flashlight  system. 

That  a  modern,  fireproof  building  be  constructed  for  Police  Headquarters,  to 
replace  the  present  structure  built  in  1884.  The  development  of  the  different  bureaus 
housed  there  is  retarded  because  of  lack  of  room  and  proper  facilities. 

To  insure  better  supervision  and  give  added  protection,  I  sincerely  urge  that  an 
additional  six  captains  and  two  hundred  patrolmen  be  appointed  to  the  present  Force. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Common  Council  my 
sincere  thanks  for  the  co-operation  extended  to  the  department  during  the  past  year.

Excerpt  from  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  with  reference  to  disability  of  members  of 

the  police  department: 

ARTICLE  12  SEC.  238.  DISABILITY.  The  commissioner  shall  grant  to  each  member  of 
the  department,  when  disabled  by  sickness,  full  pay  for  the  time  the  disability  exists,  not,  how- 
ever to  exceed  a  period  of  six  months,  and  if  a  member  of  the  department  becomes  disabled 
while  in  the  performance  of  duty,  full  pay  until  he  shall  be  able  to  resume  his  dutv,  for  no 
longer  period,  however,  than  one  year.

Homicides 

FIRST  PRECINCT 

About  7:15  P.M.  March  6,  1928,  Salvatore  Cuagliano,  38  years  old,  of  23  East  Murray 
Street,  Hamilton,  Ontario,  was  shot  and  killed  on  Front  Avenue  between  Carolina  and  Georgia 
Streets.  Two  men  believed  to  be  Italians  jumped  out  of  an  automobile,  shot  Cuagliano,  reent- 
ered the  car  which  was  driven  rapidly  away.  No  motive  established  and  no  persons  arrested 
for  this  crime. 

At  9  P.M.  May  6,  1928,  Stanley  Lutz,  age  29,  of  68  Efner  Street,  was  shot  and  killed  in 
front  of  his  home  by  two  men.  After  the  shooting  the  assailants  were  seen  getting  into  a  large 
dark  colored  sedan  and  left  the  scene  hurriedly.  No  motive  established  and  no  persons  arrest- 
ed in  connection  with  this  crime. 

About  10:15  P.M.  May  7,  1928,  Santo  Falsone,  46  years  old,  of  1242  Niagara  Street,  was 
shot  and  killed  in  front  of  168  Georgia  Street  while  walking  with  his  wife.  Three  men  who  took 
part  in  the  killing  of  Falsone,  left  the  scene  in  a  large  blue  colored  sedan.  No  motive  es- 
tablished and  no  one  arrested  for  this  crime. 

Sometime  between  1:30  and  1:45  A.M.  Sept.  19,  1928,  Anthony  Wietrzynski,  23  years 
old,  of  149  Lombard  Street,  employed  as  a  garbage  wagon  driver,  was  shot  in  the  abdomen 
while  in  the  basement  of  a  soft  drink  place  at  47  East  Eagle  Street,  conducted  by  Eddie  Przyble. 
Wietrzynski  died  a  few  hours  later  in  the  hospital.  Later  Lyman  Miller,  age  26,  of  422  Jersey 
Street,  was  arrested  and  charged  with  Murder  1st  Degree  by  Chief  of  Detectives  John  G.  Re- 
ville,  Detective  Sergeants  William  J.  Flynn,  Bart  O'Leary  and  John  J.  Fitzgerald.  He  was 
tried  in  the  County  Court  and  was  acquitted. 

About  6:10  P.M.  December  14,  1928,  Martin  Ness,  39  years  old,  of  151  E.  Eagle  Street, 
became  involved  in  an  argument  with  Alex.  Bach,  41  years  old  of  267  North  Division  Street,  at 
North  Division  and  Michigan  Streets.  Bach  struck  Ness  on  the  jaw  with  his  fist  felling  him;  his 
head  struck  the  curb  and  he  became  unconscious.  He  was  removed  to  the  Emergency  Hospi- 
tal and  found  to  have  a  fractured  skull.  He  died  later.  Bach  was  arrested  by  Captain  William 
Coughlin,  Detectives  Phillips  and  Bingeman,  Patrolman  Thomas  F.  Caulfield  and  Francis  V. 
Harrington  and  was  indicted  for  Manslaughter.   Case  in  pending. 

SECOND  PRECINCT 

About  1:30  P.M.  June  15,  1928,  Joseph  Weichman,  age  46,  a  boarder  in  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Katherine  Wattles  of  734  Perry  Street  was  fatally  shot  in  the  head  with  a  shotgun  by  Fred 
Wattles,  21  years  old,  son  of  Mrs.  Wattles. 

Weichman  had  been  drinking  heavily  for  some  days  and  Mrs.  Wattles  had  sworn  out  a 
warrant  for  him.  He  came  to  the  Wattles  home  at  this  time,  was  denied  admittance  and 
threatened  Mrs.  Wattles.  He  attempted  to  enter  the  house  by  crawling  through  a  window; 
while  doing  so  he  was  shot.  Fred  Wattles  was  placed  under  arrest  by  Captain  John  Driscoll, 
Lieut.  James  Kennedy,  Detectives  Goetz,  Murphy  and  Hofmeister,  and  Patrolman  Leonard  W. 
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Brooks.  A  charge  of  Manslaughter  1st  Degree  was  placed  against  him  and  he  was  exonerated 
by  the  Grand  Jury;  a  no  bill  being  returned  in  this  case. 

About  9  P.M.  July  28,  1928,  Charles  Salsbury,  colored,  rooming  at  18  Myrtle  Avenue, 
was  fatally  stabbed  by  James  Johnson,  colored  man  of  the  same  address.  The  two  men  quarr- 
elled over  Ella  Johnson,  the  common-law  wife  of  James  Johnson,  the  stabbing  resulting.  Sals- 
bury  was  removed  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  where  he  died. 

The  Johnsons  came  from  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  and  for  a  time  roomed  at  28  Walnut  Street. 
Johnson  escaped  and  has  not  been  apprehended  for  this  crime. 

About  11:30  A.M.  August  12,  1928,  Henry  Suggs,  colored,  37  years  old  of  27  Union 
Street,  was  shot  and  killed  by  Vivian  Wilkeson,  age  21,  colored  woman,  in  the  house  at  39  Pine 
Street,  home  of  Mrs.  Wilkeson. 

At  the  above  mentioned  time  Suggs  came  there  looking  for  his  wife  and  when  told  she  was 
not  there  became  angry  and  quarrelled  with  Mrs.  Wilkeson;  left  the  room  threatening  her.  She 
procured  a  revolver  from  her  bedroom  and  when  Suggs  returned  with  a  bottle  in  each  hand 
and  advanced  to  strike  her  she  fired  two  shots  killing  him  instantly.  She  was  arrested  by  Act- 
ing Captain  James  Kennedy,  Detective  Matthew  G.  Goetz  and  Patrolman  William  J.  Leary  on 
a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree.  Mrs.  Wilkeson  was  exonerated  by  the  Grand  Jury  who  re- 
turned a  no  bill  in  this  case. 

Shortly  before  9  P.M.  October  3,  1928,  Alice  Torpy,  26  years  old  and  her  mother,  Mrs. 
Mary  Rossiter,  age  56,  both  of  812  Eagle  Street,  were  cut  with  a  razor  by  Vincent  J.  Torpy, 
husband  of  Alice  Torpy.  Torpy  had  been  estranged  from  his  wife  for  some  time  and  called 
there  to  try  and  effect  a  reconciliation  with  his  wife;  Mrs.  Rossiter  interfered,  picked  up  a 
hammer  and  struck  Torpy  on  the  head.    The  cutting  resulted. 

Mrs.  Rossiter  died  in  the  Emergency  Hospital  from  her  wounds,  her  daughter  recovered. 
Torpy  was  later  arrested  in  an  attic  at  816  Eagle  Street  by  Captain  Driscoll,  Lieutenant  Hast- 
ings, Detectives  Goetz,  Hofmeister  and  Patrolmen  Sparacino,  Lynch,  Harrington  and  Pilarski 
and  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree  placed  against  him.  An  indictment  for  Manslaughter  1st 
Degree  was  returned  against  Torpy;  the  case  is  still  pending. 

At  1:30  P.M.  October  31,  1928,  Mrs.  Mary  Ladowski,  age  70,  proprietor  of  the  Swan  Ho- 
tel, 190  Swan  Street,  was  shot  and  killed  in  the  kitchen  of  the  hotel  by  her  son  Stephen  La- 
dowski, 30  years  old  of  Forks,  N.  Y.  Stephen  came  to  see  his  mother  and  was  under  the  in- 
fluence of  liquor.  She  upraided  him  for  his  conduct,  and  when  he  asked  her  for  financial  assist- 
ance she  refused  him.  He  drew  a  revolver  and  shot  her.  Mrs.  Ladowski  died  in  the  Emergency 
Hospital  on  November  5th. 

Stephen  was  arrested  some  hours  after  the  shooting  at  Forks,  N.  Y.,  by  Captain  Joseph 
Godfrey,  Lieutenant  William  E.  Downey,  and  Detectives  Downey,  Murphy,  Fitzgibbons,  Rog- 
ers, McNamara  and  Dewey  of  the  Auto  Squad.  A  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree  was  placed 
against  him;  an  indictment  charging  Murder  2nd  Degree  was  returned  by  the  Grand  Jury. 
Ladowski  was  allowed  to  plead  guilty  to  a  charge  of  Manslaughter  1st  Degree  and  was  sen- 
tenced to  Auburn  Prison  for  twenty  years  by  Judge  Rowe  in  the  County  Court. 

THIRD  PRECINCT 

About  2:45  A.M.  January  1,  1928,  during  a  shooting  affray  in  thePeacock  Inn,  544  Wash- 
ington Street,  Michael  George  the  proprietor  of  the  place  was  killed  and  the  following  named 
patrons  were  injured:  Wilbur  Metz,  25  years  old  of  422  Pearl  Street,  shot  in  the  right  leg.  Jos- 
eph Baggs,  26  years  old  of  103  Rodney  Avenue,  shot  in  the  right  arm.  Eugene  Grayson,  26  years 
old  of  422  Pearl  Street,  shot  in  the  left  foot.  Charlotte  Gaiser,  20  years  old  of  495  Moselle 
Street,  shot  in  the  right  temple. 

A  short  time  before  the  shooting  three  men  entered  the  place,  and  started  a  disturbance 
and  interfered  with  some  of  the  patrons.  The  proprietor  remonstrated  with  the  men  and  dur- 
ing the  argument  revolvers  were  drawn,  some  wild  shooting  was  done  with  the  above  mentioned 
results. 

Arrests  were  made  in  this  case  but  no  positive  identification  of  the  men  wanted  was  ob- 
tained and  no  one  has  been  brought  to  trial. 

At  7  o'clock  A.M.  June  10,  1928,  Florence  Topping,  a  rooming  house  keeper  at  78  West 
Pupper  Street,  was  found  with  her  throat  cut  and  died  a  short  time  later.  Charles  Zieman,  38 
years  old,  a  roomer,  was  accused  of  the  crime,  arrested  and  charged  with  Murder  1st  Degree. 
He  was  tried  and  convicted  of  Manslaughter  1st  Degree  and  sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  a 
term  of  25  years.   The  crime  was  the  result  of  a  violent  quarrel  between  the  two. 

About  5:45  A.M.  July  12,  1928,  John  J.  (Dot)  Moriarity,  37  years  old  of  111  Crystal 
Avenue,  was  shot  in  the  abdomen  by  Lloyd  Danahy,  age  28  of  385  McKinley  Parkway,  and  died 
a  short  time  later. 
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The  shooting  occurred  in  the  soft  drink  place  at  574  Washington  Street  conducted  by 
John  Danahy;  the  men  quarrelled  over  a  liquor  transaction  and  the  shooting  resulted.  Dan- 
ahy  left  the  scene  of  the  shooting  and  evaded  arrest  for  the  time.  Some  hours  later  he  was  pick- 
ed up  at  Port  Colborne,  Ontario,  after  an  automobile  accident  and  was  turned  over  to  our  offi- 
cers and  returned  to  Buffalo.    He  was  tried  for  Murder  1st  Degree  and  was  acquitted. 

FOURTH  PRECINCT 

About  12:55  A.M.  October  8,  1928,  John  Moore,  alias  Nappy  Chin,  age  46,  of  437  Jefferson 
Avenue  was  shot  in  the  right  side  and  killed  in  front  of  62  Mortimer  Street.  Moore  and  Pete 
Carson,  both  negroes,  had  been  shaking  dice  in  the  house  at  48  Mortimer  Street,  and  the  shoot- 
ing is  said  to  have  been  caused  by  a  quarrel  between  the  two  over  the  game.  Carson  evaded 
arrest  and  has  not  been  apprehended. 

FIFTH  PRECINCT 

About  8:30  A.M.  October  3,  1928,  Arthur  Post,  age  49  of  67  Auburn  Avenue  was  stabbed 
in  the  left  groin  with  a  pocket  knife  by  Joseph  Grifasi  of  36  Ehlen  Place,  and  died  in  the  hospi- 
tal on  October  7th.  Grifasi  is  the  owner  of  the  property  at  67  Auburn  Avenue  and  called  there 
to  collect  the  rent.  The  two  men  had  an  argument  about  the  rent  and  during  the  quarrel  Gri- 
fasi stabbed  Post.  Grifasi  disappeared  but  was  later  arrested  by  Detective  Soldano  Frascella 
of  the  First  Precinct  and  charged  with  Manslaughter  1st  Degree.   Case  is  pending. 

SEVENTH  PRECINCT 

At  12:50  P.M.  July  18,  1928,  Michael  Magker,  50  years  old  of  74  Abbott  Road  was  ar- 
rested by  Lieut.  Henry  J.  Finsterbach,  and  Detectives  Edwin  J.  McGuire  and  Roger  Kane  on 
a  charge  of  Assault  1st  Degree.  Magker  was  accused  of  striking  his  wife  Mary  Magker,  age  45 
on  the  head  with  a  hammer  while  she  was  lying  in  bed.  She  was  removed  to  the  Emergency 
Hospital  and  died  on  July  23rd  from  a  fractured  skull.  Magker  was  then  charged  with  Mur- 
der 1st  Degree  and  on  December  10th  pleaded  Guilty  to  a  charge  of  Murder  2nd  Degree  and 
was  sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  a  term  of  20  years  to  Life. 

At  1:25  A.M.  December  22,  1928,  Patrolman  Harold  Haltam  was  shot  four  times  in  the 
back  and  legs  while  attempting  to  arrest  three  men  whom  he  surprised  burglarizing  the  pack- 
ing house  of  Armour  &  Co.,  228  Perry  Street.  A  window  had  been  jimmied  by  the  burglars 
and  one  of  them  was  inside  the  building  while  two  stood  outside  when  surprised  by  the  officer. 
After  shooting  the  officer  the  three  men  made  their  escape  abandoning  an  automobile  on  a 
nearby  street.  Haltam  was  removed  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  where  he  died  at  10  P.M.  the 
same  day. 

At  2:50  A.M.  about  one  hour  later  Patrolmen  Peter  Dominack  and  Robert  Kuhn  arrested 
two  men  whom  they  found  near  the  Keystone  Warehouse  at  Hamburg  and  Seneca  Streets  and 
sent  them  to  No.  2  Police  Station.  They  proved  to  be  Arthur  W.  Brown,  age  36  of  43  Florida 
Street  and  John  Schlager,  32  years  old  of  51  Kilhoffer  Street;  both  men  have  bad  criminal  rec- 
ords. Further  investigation  connected  them  with  the  killing  of  Patrolman  Haltam  and  they 
were  held  on  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree.  At  7:30  A.M.  December  24th,  Frank  Kowalski, 
aged  25  was  arrested  in  his  home  at  239  Peckham  Street,  by  Chief  of  Detectives  Reville,  De- 
tective Sergeants  Burns,  Mahaney,  John  J.  Fitzgerald,  Walter  Holz  and  Patrolman  Daniel 
Goodman.  He  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  bullet  wounds  believed  to  have  been  inflicted  by 
one  of  his  pals  when  firing  at  the  officer.  A  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree  was  also  placed 
against  him. 

The  three  men  have  since  been  tried  and  convicted  of  the  crime  charged  and  sentenced  to 
die  in  the  electric  chair. 

TENTH  PRECINCT 

About  1  A.M.  May  17,  1928,  Russell  Borzelleri,  age  33  of  288  Front  Avenue  was  shot  four 
times  and  killed  as  he  was  coming  down  the  rear  stairway  of  his  home.  Rose  Borzelleri,  his 
wife,  age  32  was  arrested  by  Detective  Sergeants  Kenny,  Smaldino  and  Gustaferro,  accused  of 
the  crime  and  a  charge  of  Murder  1st  Degree  placed  against  her.  She  was  tried  and  convicted 
of  Manslaughter  1st  Degree  and  was  sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  a  term  of  6  to  10  years. 

About  3 :30  A.M.  July  27,  1928,  during  a  quarrel  at  Allen  and  Wadsworth  Streets,  John  Mur- 
phy, 27  years  old  of  78  Days  Park  struck  Fred  Gamlin,  age  52  of  109  Mariner  Street  with  his  fist, 
felling  him.  His  head  struck  the  sidewalk  and  he  become  unconscious.  He  was  removed  to 
the  hospital  and  died  a  few  hours  later  from  a  fractured  skull.  Murphy  was  held  on  a  charge  of 
Manslaughter  1st  Degree  and  was  convicted  of  Assault  3rd  Degree  and  was  sentenced  to  one 
year  in  the  Erie  County  Penitentiary. 

Arresting  officers  Captain  Fred  G.  Eckner,  Lieut.  Wm.  F.  Grossman,  Detective  Wm.  E. 
Jordan  and  Patrolman  George  Tidd.

About  1 :40  P.M.  August  4,  1928,  Milton  A.  Harris,  age  25  of  1464  Michigan  Avenue,  shot 
and  killed  Louise  Friday,  20  years  old  of  237  Connecticut  Street,  a  telephone  operator  for  the 
New  York  Telephone  Company,  in  the  Tupper  Exchange.  Harris  followed  the  girl  in  an  auto- 
mobile to  the  corner  of  North  and  Arlington  Place  where  the  shooting  took  place.  The  motive 
for  the  crime  appears  to  have  been  jealousy,  and  due  to  the  girl  refusing  further  attentions 
from  him;  the  two  had  been  keeping  company  and  quarrelled.  After  shooting  the  girl  Harris 
turned  the  gun  on  himself,  the  bullet  causing  a  slight  flesh  wound  in  the  head.  He  was  tried 
for  Murder  1st  Degree,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  death  in  the  electric  chair. 

Arresting  off icers,  George  T.  Melody  and  Alfred  M.  Reidel. 

About  9:30  A.M.  October  31,  1928,  Frank  Merolla,  age  43  of  496  Seventh  Street,  engag- 
ed in  the  painting  and  decorating  business,  went  to  his  garage  for  his  truck.  According  to  his 
wife  he  was  gone  from  the  house  about  five  minutes  when  there  was  an  explosion.  Investiga- 
tion showed  that  Merolla  evidently  stepped  on  the  starter  of  the  truck,  which  set  off  a  bomb, 
connected  with  the  starter.  The  explosion  wrecked  the  garage  completely,  both  of  Merolla's 
legs  were  blown  off  and  he  was  severely  burned  about  the  body,  death  resulting  a  short  time 
later  in  the  Columbus  Hospital.  No  motive  was  definitely  established  for  the  crime  and  no  one 
brought  to  trial  up  to  this  time. 


ELEVENTH  PRECINCT 

About  11:10  A.M.  April  25,  1928,  Sherbourne  Wilder,  age  32,  married,  of  21  Tacoma 
Avenue,  an  electrician  employed  by  the  Lovejoy  Electric  Company,  1144  Lovejoy  Street,  was 
shot  in  the  neck  by  an  unknown  man  who  attempted  to  rob  the  cashier  of  the  store.  Wilder 
died  a  few  minutes  later.    His  assailant  has  not  been  apprehended. 

About  11:30  A.M.  May  14,  1928,  Elizabeth  Piotrowska,  age  33,  married,  of  55  Brownell 
Street,  cut  the  throat  of  her  year-old  son  as  he  lay  in  his  crib,  causing  his  death.  She  then  at- 
tempted suicide  by  cutting  her  own  throat  and  wrists  with  the  same  razor.  She  was  committ- 
ed to  the  City  Hospital  for  treatment  and  observation  as  to  her  sanity,  and  later  was  declared 
insane  by  the  examining  physicians  and  committed  to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  insane. 


FIFTEENTH  PRECINCT 

At  9  P.M.  August  20,  1928,  Arthur  W.  Rodgers,  56  years  old  of  No.  140  Macamley  Street, 
went  to  the  assistance  of  a  young  woman  who  was  attempting  to  get  out  of  an  automobile  which 
was  parked  across  the  street  from  his  home.  During  the  fight  which  ensued  with  Gerald 
Dempsey,  20  years  old  of  356  Cumberland  Avenue,  the  driver  of  the  car,  Rodgers  was  struck 
in  the  face  by  Dempsey  and  fell  to  the  street  and  became  unconscious.  He  was  removed  to 
the  Mercy  Hospital  where  he  died  on  September  2nd  from  a  fracture  of  the  skull. 

Dempsey  evaded  arrest  at  the  time  but  was  later  apprehended  and  held.  He  was  indict- 
ed for  Manslaughter  1st  Degree,  tried  and  acquitted. 


SIXTEENTH  PRECINCT 

At  6:30  P.M.  December  8,  1928,  George  Faxlanger,  age  51  of  34  Demond  Place  shot  and 
killed  his  wife  Mary  Faxlanger,  age  50  of  20  Martha  Street,  in  front  of  3006  Bailey  Avenue 
with  a  Winchester  rifle. 

The  Faxlangers  had  been  separated  about  six  months.  Faxlanger  waylaid  his  wife  as  she 
was  returning  from  a  store  and  fired  one  shot  which  struck  her  in  the  head ;  a  stray  shot  struck 
Albert  Novy,  age  15  of  163  Hastings  Street,  who  was  passing  at  the  time,  in  the  right  arm.  Fax- 
langer then  turned  the  gun  on  himself,  firing  a  shot  into  the  top  of  his  head  which  resulted  fa- 
tally. He  carried  the  rifle  in  two  lengths  of  stove  pipe  to  conceal  it  from  view  as  he  approached 
his  wife.   Both  were  dead  when  the  City  Hospital  ambulance  arrived.

PISTOL  RANGE 


A  pleasing  report  for  the  year  1928  was  made  by  the  pistol  range  instructors.  A 
marked  improvement  was  noticed  in  the  markmanship  of  officers  whose  progress  was 
slow  the  year  previous.  A  good  percentage  of  the  men  have  qualified  as  experts  or 
sharpshooters,  which  is  not  only  an  asset  to  the  department,  but  gratifying  to  the 
Commissioner  and  the  men  in  charge  of  the  work. 

Members  of  the  department  are  required  to  shoot  at  the  department  range  at 
least  once  a  month.  The  scores  made  are  recorded  and  any  needed  instructions  given 
to  help  the  officer  improve  his  markmanship.  Great  interest  has  been  shown  in  this 
activity  since  the  range  was  placed  in  service,  members  spent  their  own  time  in  prac- 
ticing on  the  station  house  ranges  preparing  for  the  monthly  shoot.  Those  who  are 
now  proficient  in  the  art  of  revolver  shooting  and  the  care  of  firearms  will  benefit 
when  taking  promotional  examinations  as  credit  marks  will  be  given  for  this  subject. 

Our  revolver  team  was  very  successful  in  competition  winning  nine  out  of  eleven 
matches  with  teams  from  other  departments  and  organizations. 

During  the  year  three  patrolmen  were  shot  by  criminals,  one  fatally,  while  five 
persons  were  shot  by  officers  attempting  to  escape  arrest,  one  was  fatal.
